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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Superintending School Committee and other Citi- 
zens of Parsonsfield: 


In accordance with the vote of the town the Elliott 
School was re-established, having an enrollment of thir- 
teen scholars. The building was made comfortable for 
the children, toilet connections constructed, and addi- 
tional land purchased for school grounds. The work in 
the building was not completed and more needs to be 
done. It is probable that this school will continue in- 
definitely with rather a small registration, though there 
are several small children to come in. This may or may 
not have very much effect on the size of the school as 
there are now several in attendance who are only 
temporary. 


The building at South Parsonsfield was made to meet 
state requirements relative to toilet connections. The 
only other schoolroom that we planned to connect with 
toilet was the upper room at East Parsonsfield, but as 
the indications are that there will be only one teacher in 
this building next year the state extended the time for 
one year. It seems wise to leave this matter of continu- 
ing the two schools with the School Committee to decide 
what action shall be taken as conditions develop. 

We regret to report that the school at South Parsons- 
field has dropped to a total registration of eight scholars. 


The school at the Middle Road is the smallest in town 
with only two in attendance. As these two boys will 
complete their eighth grade next June it is probable that 
this school will be closed at the end of the school year. 


The school in the Doe district was reopened to pro- 
vide schooling for the children who have lived there and 
for a family that moved in. The total registration is four. 


We have a fairly good sized school at the North Road. 
The prospects are that this school will continue with a 
satisfactory number of scholars for some time to come. 


The Milliken schools at Kezar Falls have about the 
usual number in attendance, from fifty to fifty-five.

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It may seem from this report that the outlook for our 
outlying schools is not altogether bright, while the 
schools in the larger centers hold up very well. Regret 
it as much as we may, but it appears to be the condition 
that prevails quite generally all over the state. 

We found it necessary to expend more money for re- 
pairs than was appropriated. This work needed to be 
done and no unnecessary expenditure was made. To pay 
the overdraft and to make the necessary repairs on school 
buildings, the same appropriation is recommended for 
next year.
